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Voters Turn Down 


Apartment 


A proposal by C. Lincoln Giles 
to construct 100 apartment units 
on the former Curran estate on 
North Main street was rejected by 
voters at the special town meeting 
Monday night. 

It was: the second time within a 
year that an apartment proposal 
has been rejected, a proposal for 
the High-Haverhill street area 
having been turned down at the 
regular town meeting in March. 

Giles had proposed colonial style 
units making use of existing build- 
ings, including a barn on the pro- 
perty which would become a two 
story recreation building. 

Giles said he felt that this would 
be the highest and best use of this 
property. 

Illumination would be gas lighted 
lanes leading to the property. 

Giles said he would give the town 
a covenant, insuring that he would 
more than exceed setback require- 
ments, such as 50 feet fromCastle 
Heights road, where only 20 feet 
are needed, 

He presented a letter from Atty. 
Edward Bodenrader of Castle 
Heights Road, who expressed a 
favorable opinion on the proposal. 

The planning board di sapproved 
the plan, stating it would create 
school and traffic problems. 

The two main objections the 
planning board put forth were that 
a study was now underway by con- 
sultants on apartment problems 
and there is also a housing study 
being made of the town. 

Giles said that he would lay his 
reputation on the line for this pro- 
ject, noting that he had been doing

work in Andover for 17 years and 
has always retained the colonial at- 
mosphere. 

Morton Levinger, 5 Castle 
Heights Road and David Goldman, 
9 Castle Heights Road, abutters 
to the property, expressed their 
opposition, as did Dr. Daniel 
Frishman, 14 Castle Heights Road. 

Frishman said he was speaking 
as an abutter and not as a school 
committee member. 

He said that when he moved in 
13 years ago the area along North 
Main street was barren. Then the 
Shawsheen Plaza came in and the 
plan presented to town meeting 
for architecture was not followed, 

Then. carne the apartments 
(Washington Park) with substantial 
changes. He also mentioned the 
Lanam Club as having come into 
the area during this period. 

He said he felt that this attri- 
tion indicated that commercialism

Seifert emphasizes that the com- 
munity meetings on educational 
goals should be forums not for 
criticism alone; he has previous- 
ly stated that he is very recep- 
tive to criticism, but only when 
accompanied by suggestions and 
alternatives. He hopes towns- 
people will come to help formu- 
late Andover’s aims for public 
education, and also some of the 
Strategies for reaching them.

Raytheon 
Utilities 
Approved 


Water for the new Raytheon plant 
was provided by the special town 
meeting Monday night, but anti- 
fluoridationists failed to win their 
battle for the town to provide well 
or spring water, 

The Raytheon proposal was ac- 
tually a straightening out of the 
bonded accounts for the construc- 
tion of the water and sewer lines 
to the new plant on Lowell street. 
The town needs $170,000 for water 
lines and $150,000 for sewer lines. 
The special town meeting of 
August, 1968, appropriated just the 
opposite. 

The Anti-Fluoride group had in- 
serted an article asking that $3,000 
be appropriated to provide water 
free of artificial fluoride. This 
was not allowed to reach the floor, 
since the finance committee had 
rejected it. 

Miss Catherine A. Stewart, 
asked the moderator if she could 
present a resolution. Moderator 
Arthur Williams said she would 
have to wait until the completion 
of the warrant before action of 
that nature could be taken. 

Miss Stewart waited and then 
presented a resolution which would 
provide fluoride-free water, and 
asking the selectmen to make pro- 
visions to supply it. The resolution

he is convinced are coming to 
challenge them. 

In other words, he feels that 
where a_ school administration, 
parents, teachers, Students, and 
a whole community have reached 
general if not perfect agreement 
about what they are trying to ac- 
complish with their teaching ef- 
forts, their learning efforts, and 
their tax money, public schools 
will survive and thrive in Spite 
of challenges. The logic is that 
where there is no such consensus 
about educational goals, schools 
systems will not thrive, but fail 
to reach recognizable goals, and 
their communities will not support 
their programs with tax money. 

Seifert feels strongly that part 
of the schools’ responsibility is 
to develop a cohesive kindergar- 
ten-through-senior high curricu- 
lum in each field of knowledge, 
with educational goals and strate- 
gies to reach them, with state- 
ment of equipment and personnel 
needs for the resulting programs, 
to which price tags can be attach- 
e A byproduct of this educa- 
tional necessity will be that the 
schools can answer the questions 
that the community has a right 
to ask its own school system. The 
process of K-12 curriculum de- 
velopment is now under Way in 
Andover, according to Seifert, 

He is looking now for com- 
munity response in the commun- 
ity meetings on educational goals, 
which will begin next month.

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School Committee Endorses 
Administrator’s Program 


School committee members who 
spent most of their Tuesday meet- 
ing listening as Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert described two 
programs already under way with 
his administrators and teaching 
staff, and a third, a nine-point 
public relations program. 

In the public relations area, 
Seifert invited school committee 
help in the ‘‘education town 
meetings” he plans ‘‘to open the 
gates to the public,’’ but it was 
obvious at the meeting in the West 
Elementary school gym that he 
intends to run the meetings. his 
own way. 

A yearly program which school 
administrators and directors now 
operate under delegates to eachthe 
responsibility for defining, 
carrying out and assessing hisown 
program, and for along range view 
of his school. By May, each is 
Slated to have his teaching staff’s 
schedule ready to report, as well 
as his own summer program. 

The townspeople who under- 
write these programs will be in- 
terested to know that each ad- 
ministrator or director is respon- 
sible for establishing and justify- 
ing his own chunk of the school 
budget, with full involvement of 
his staff. Seifert replied to Chair- 
man Richard A. Katz’s question 
that he and his staff were aware 
that a tentative budget was due 
Dec. 15. 

Seifert told the TOWNSMAN 
Wednesday that the administrators 
expect to turn in budget figures 
which are not only broken down 
into components with price tags, 
but the components will be 
arranged by priority; the school 
adminiStration wants any cutting 
of the Dec. 15 budget, which is 
intentionally tentative, to start 
from the bottom, on lowest priority 
budget components. 

The school men also got a pre- 
view of the system’s curriculum 
development plan, which means 
the establishment and continual 
refinement of a continuous pro- 
‘gram in each curriculum, or field 
of study, from. kindergarten right 
through the 12th grade of senior 
high, 

The five steps involved, Seifert 
said, are establishment of the K-12 
curriculum, coordination of the 
steps in the curriculum between 
the elementary, junior high and 
senior high levels, and within these 
levels, the essential in-service 
training of the staff, plus research 
and development, leading to the 
final step of reprogramming, or 
improving the curricula. 

The school committee strongly 
supported Seifert’s proposal to 
give Andover staff credits towards 
Salary increments for justified 
and valuable in-service, as well 
as for taking college courses. 
Chairman Katz assented strongly, 
and Committeeman William A. 
Doherty exclaimed ‘‘You’re on the 
right track!”’ when Seifert claimed 
that a school system often got 
more direct results from in- 
service professional growth op- 
portunities than from college 
courses teachers took. 

The superintendent’s public re- 
lations program features the com- 
munity education meetings and 
public office hours, Thursdays 
from 3-5 p.m., but also several

advisory councils of students, 
parents and teachers, which Seifert 
said would give him exposure to 
their ideas. He justified the stu- 
dent advisory council, which will 
include elementary as well as 
junior and senior high students by 
Saying that everyone getting a 
treatment (in this case an educa- 
tional one) has the right to say 
how it’s affecting him. The PR 
program includes public speaking, 
work with town officials and of 
course, the mass media. - 

Finally, the public relations pro- 
gram includes a superintendent’s 
newsletter, four times a year, to 
describe the status of the system 
and current issues, 

Here Mrs. Virginia Cole noted 
that his plans did not mention the 
existing school department news- 
letter ‘‘Your Schools,’ and noted 
that the committee did not regard 
this as sacred, if the superinten- 
dent’s newsletter made it un- 
necessary. ‘‘Your Schools’? which 
is mailedtoall citizens of A ndover, 
has morethan once been the subject 
of school committee controversy: 

The issue has been whether a 
school committee member’s 
signed articles expressing in- 
dividual opinions may be mis- 
contrued as_ school . committee 
policy because of inclusion in an 
official school department bulletin.

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Editorial Comment 


The Planners 


The planning board, we think, did not act wisely in in- 
serting the several changes in rules, regulations and by- 
laws to the special town meeting 

The items were enacted finally Monday night. Most all 
deal with upgrading the rules and regulations concerning 
use of land in the town and are probably needed. 

First, the several items made for a lengthy warrant and 
were matters which probably well could have been put over 
to the annual town meeting in March. 

Second, Town Counsel Fredric S$. O’Brien noted that 
there are so many changes and coming so fast that it is 
difficult for him to keep up with them. 

Harold T. King, chairman of the planners, told the meet- 
ing that the board felt that these changes were necessary 
to keep abreast of the times. 

Counsel cautioned to go slow. 

We do not criticize the planning board for their interest 
and their work, They are an unpaid board which keeps an 
alert eye on the development of the town. They are a con- 
scientious group. 

But the many changes that were placed before the 
special session were too much for an October meeting to 
handle, we think. 

Generally, many of the items are misunderstood by the 
voters. Giving more time would provide for a mote informed 
electorate. 

We are aware that hearings are held and there is sparse 
attendance, thus no one can complain that they did not 
have the opportunity to be informed. 

We would think that a go-slow attitude by the planning 
board would better serve Andover. 

The October special town meeting, a good thought in the 
beginning, already appears to have become too cumbersome 
to tackle these important items. Better to leave them to a 
hopefully one-day session in March. 


The Crossing Guards 


We deplore the ignorance some motorists express by 
failing to pay respect to the women crossing guards. 

The women, who are by all means not overly paid, stand 
out in all sorts of weather to protect youngsters on their 
way to and from school. 

They relieve full time police officers from traffic duty 
so that they may remain available for other law enforce- 
ment duties. 

Yet some motorists look upon them as decorations, the 
way they travel. 

Witnessed recently was a guard flagging down a car 
moving -at a rapid pace on Elm street. A group of 
youngsters stood behind her, waiting to cross. 

The motorist failed to heed the warning and proceeded 
at the same rate of speed. 

Often one can observe motorists failing to stop at the 
Bartlet and Whittier street intersections, where a school 
zone is obvious, 

For the hours that they work, the crossing guards are 
responsible for the safety of the thousands of youngsters 
attending our schools. 

They are diligent and attentive to their duties. They 
command the respect and obedience of the youngsters. 

For this, they are due the respect of the motorists. {t is 
entirely possible the safety of your child is invelved. 


Apartments 


Voters at the special town meeting this week again re- 
jected an apartment complex proposal. 

The planning board has under study, the effect of apart- 
ments on a community. This study should provide direction 
for Andover. 

The apartment problem is prevalent in all communities, 
with the basic problem being their value to the town and 
the effect the units have on the school population. 

Methuen is having its problems with proposed apartment 
complexes, North Andover has declared a moratorium on 
any further construction of such projects. 

If a study can solve the questions that arise from such 
proposals, then maybe Andover can have an idea concern- 
ing a future course, 

Monday night’s rejection was the second such proposal 
turned down this year, a proposed complex on High and 
Haverhill streets having been rejected in March.

Commissioner of Public Safety 
William F. Powers recently an- 
nounced the activity of the Mass- 
achusetts State Police Uniformed 
Branch, traffic bureau for the fis- 
cal year of 1969.

could creep all the way along North 
Main street to Shawsheen Square. 

He suggested that possibly 
houses could be built onthe Curran 
estate, rather than the apartments. 

Giles responded by stating that 
to put houses there would require 
putting in 50 foot wide roads and 
would cause more traffic problems 
than apartments.

Atty. Joel Labell, speaking for 
abutters objected to . the plan, 
stating that despite sketches pre- 
sented, there was no guarantee 
that the style of the units would be 
carried out. 

He also doubted the covenant 
and asked that the article be re- 
jected.

health’, the Board apparently has 
done little research while advocat- 
ing the pollution of Andover Water 
with a ‘‘dangerous Drug (per U.S, 
Food and Drug Administration).
